expense. Oné Rajah alone ha* insured the almost 
priceless gems he has brought with him for $1,500,000. 

The Gaekawar of Baroda, the leading Sikh Chief, 
owns three magnificent diamonds which alone are 
worth $1,250,000—the Stam of the South, the Akbah 
Shah and the Eugenie, weighing respectively 125. 
carats, 74 carats and 51 carats. The Eugenie was 
once owned by the Empress pf the French, after, 
whom it is named. : 

It is noteworthy that most of India’s representa- 
tives now in London ere comparatively young. The 
veteran of the party is the Marajah of Idar, better 
known perhaps as Major-General Sir Pertab Singh, 
one of the honorary aids-de-camp to King George, 
and therefore a guest of the State. The other aids- 
de-camp, who also are State guests, are the Mahara- 
jah of Bikanir, the Mahrajah of Cooch Behar and 
the Maharajah (Sindhia) of Gwailor. 

The Maharajah of Bikanir, Col. Sir Ganga Singh, is 
a soldier who has given ample proof of loyalty to 
his King-Emperor. He attended the coronation’ of 
King Edward VII and has been one of King George’s 
aids-de-camp since 1910. At the age of 7 he succeed- 
ed kis brother, Dungar Singh, in 1887. After being 
educated in the Mayo College, Ajmer, he was in- 
vested with full ruling powers in 1898, and two’ years 
later was granted an honorary commission of Major 
in the British army, being attached to the Second 
Bengal Lancers. 

DECORATED FOR HIS PHILANTHROPY. 
’In 1901 he raised the Imperial Service Camel Corps, 
which served under him in China and later in Soma- 
liland. For his service in China he was decorated, 
mentioned in dispatches and made Knight Command; 
er of the Indian Empire. Previously he had received 
the coveted decoration of the Gold Medal of Kaiser-i- 
Hind for the very active part he took In relieving 
distress caused by the great famine of 1899-1900. He. 
is a man of wide and varied interests and his recrea- 
tions include polo, recquet, tennis, motoring and big- 
game shooting. His rule has been marked by the 
construction of a railway from the Marwar border 
on the south to the Punjaub border on the northeast, 
the conversion of the currency and the discovery of 
a coal mine at Palana. 

The Maharajah of Cooch Behar, one of the best 
known native Andian princes in England, succeeded 
his father in 1863, when 10 months old, a British 
commissioner undertaking to manage tke State until 
1888. The young Prince received wholly European 
training at Edward’s Institute, Benares, and after- 
ward at Bankipur College, Panua, and Presidency 
College, Calcutta. He took part in the Tirah cam- 
paign. 

He was made Grand Commander of the Indian 
Empire and Companion of the Bath in 1898. As & 
Mason he has been Grand Senior Warden of En- 
gland and District Grand Mark Master of Bengal. 
A book from his pen, entitled: ‘Thirty-seven Years 
of Big Game Shooting,”” was published in 1900.

More than 3,000,000 persons acknowledge the rule of | 


the Maharajah (Sindhia) of Gwailor, whose territory 
is 25,041 square miles in extent. Few of the ruling 
chiefs take more active interest in governing than he 
does, his knowledge of the working of every de- 
partment being thorough. 

His father, Jayaji Rao, whom he succeeded in 1886, 
at the age of 10 years, was one of the chiefs who ré- 
mained loyal to the British Government during the 
mutiny. The present Maharajah holds the Kaiser-i- 
Hind gold medal. Cambridge University gas hon- 
ored him with the honorary degree of LL. D. He is 
also a Grand Commander of the Victorian Order 
and Knight Grand Commander of the Star of India. 

In 1898 he was made an honorary Colonel of the 
British army and later Major-General. Three years 
afterward he went to China as an orderly officer to 
Geh. Gaselee, Commander-in-Chief of the English 
section of thé Powers’ combined expedition to Pekin, 
which expedition he provided with a hospital ship 
at his own expense. , 

Of the Indian princes who are not guests of the 
Btate, one of the most interesting is the Agha Khan, 
“the chief of the Khoja Community at Bombay. 

The Khojas, or Kwajas (“Honorable Converts’’) 
Gate back to the eleventh century, the founder of 
the sect being Hasan’ Sabah, an Ismailyan teacher, 
known to the Crusaders as the “Old Man of the 
Mountain.” The Khojas are active traders and 
the Agha Khan !s very rich. 

The Agha Khan is a great traveler. He holds two 
foreign decorations—the Brilliant Star of Zanzibar, 
first-class, and the first-class Prussian Order of 
the Royal Crown. He is 36 years old and a member 
of the. very exclusive Marlborough Club in London, 
of which King George is a director. 

RULER WHO WRITES HISTORY. 

The Gaekwar of Baroda, Sir Sayaji Rao I. 4. &., 
rules a stare 8000 square miles in area, with a pop- 
ulation of 2,000,000, and is entitled to a salute of 21 
guns.

LONDON, June 10.—There is more than usual un- 
happiness and heart burning over invitations to the 
royal inclosure at Ascot, when racing begins next 
Tuesday. The King drives to Ascot in semi-state. 
Presence in the royal inclosure is enough to prove 
that the envied one is basking in His Majesty’s 
favor. 

Certain aristocratic of wealthy persons in the 
highest society have been bidden to the inclosure 
for years and thought they certainly would be in- 
vited this year. They have been left out. To dis- 
play their indignation, some have banded together 
and engaged tables at Ranelagh for luncheon on 
Coronation day. They will be sufficiently far from 
London to prove that they want not even a glimpse 
of the procession. Others of the disappointed have 
announced ostentatiously in a newspaper that they 
are about to leave town until July. 

And these are not the only ones of King Edward's 
set whom the King and Queen have severely disap- 
pointed. The most novel and conspicuous feature 
in Westminster Abbey at the last coronation was 
a special box on the right hand side of the throne, 
in which King Edward assembled about thirty ladies 
of his acquaintance. Society wags christened the 
box, in sporting parlance, ‘The King’s Loose Box,” 
the inclosure in his stables where his fillies disport- 
ed themselves. Mrs. George Keppel, exquisitely 
gowned and one of the handsomest women in the 
gay and beautiful galaxy, was seated in the ne 
die.of the front row. 

At the coming coronation there will be a spectal 
box in the same place in the Abbey, but it will be 
smaller and its occupants will be invited, not by 
King George, but by Queen Mary. Of course, many 
ladies whom King, Edward invited to his special 
box will not be asked to come to the Abbey by Queen 
] Mary. 

This change typifies the new conditions in. Buck- 
ingham Palace and makes entirely intelligible the 
secur disdain with which the old King’s set discusses 
those conditions. Mrs. Keppel, who left England 
last fall, will pass coronation day in Japan, about 
as far away from England as she can get.

PARIS, June 10.—In this country where the 
suffragist is rarely heard to shriek about her 
rights, woman is recognized as perhaps she is in 
no other country. It’s a substantial sort of recog- 
nition, too, for there are more than 120,000 of 
them in the employ of the French Government, 
some of whom are paid as much as $3000 a 
year. 

Now an amendment has been added to the law 
for the trial. of children ugder 13 years of age, 
permitting women magistrates to hear the cases. 
Before very long Paris expects to have women 
judges on the bench. This new law will, in all 
probability, permit the women magistrates to 
wear the scarlet robes, edged with ermine, worn 
by the male magistrates in French law courts. 

Of the total number of womep employes, 18,602 
are in the Postoffice Department, 693 being mail 
carriers. There “are 6356 women in the employ 
of the railway companies, more than 5000 of 
whom are keepers of grade crossings. 

At the Foreign Office the books show that 23 
women are interpreters in Spain, Turkey, Morocco 
and Egypt. The War Office employes 685 women, 
all but 15 of these being in the powder factories.

She is very wealthy and has re- 
fused many offers for tours and appeArances in this 
city. When Mordkin asked her to join him, she 
was living at Monte Carlo. Her reply to. his request 
was: 

“T wouldn’t appear in London with anyone else, 
but with such a cavalier and dancer as Mordkin I 
will do so with great pleasure.”’ She obtained con- 
sent of the Czar and departed for Russia to have 
costumes made and assemble a ballet. Before her 
retirement from regular dancing, Mile Kschesinkaja 
was the highest salaried dancer in St. Petersburg, 
where dancers receive the highest pay and are the 
most accomplished in the world.

Gov. Harmon Upholds Trading Stamps 


the instigation of the Retailers’ Associa- 
tion of that State, to abolish trading 
stamps in Ohio. 

In his veto Gov. Harmon says the 
Lill is unconstitutional because it inter- 
fered with the rights of merchants to 
use trading “stamps along legitimate 
lines to attract customers, and with the 
inalienable rights of the people to se- 
cure such concessions or discounts on 
their purchases. 

A similar law against trading stamps 
was vetoed, because unconstitutional, by 
the Governor of California, and a sim- 
ilar bill failed of passage this year in 
Missouri and the Illinois Senate. The 
Supreme Courts of Maryland and Massa- 
chusetts have recently declared the trad- 
ing stamp legal, by pronouncing laws 
against them unconstifutional and void.

Alchough as regards civilized nations, volume of 
population is perhaps the most important product 
enabling a nation to maintain and to defend it- 
self, yet we encounter even in civilized nations 
some notable divergencies as regards the value 
to a country of its population.

_ Quality dominates quantity in population as in 
many other things. And chus a nation that can 
combine quality and quantity in its production of 
population is necessarily much more favored by 
the chances of nature than a nation that tends 
toward quanticy without quality or toward qual- 
ity without quantity. Russia may, perhaps, with- 
out discourtesy, be cited in illustration of the 
former combination, and France's stationary popu- 
lacion an illustration of quality minus quantity. 


Qualhty as Well as Quantity Desired. 
ERMANY, whose population increases at a 
CS rate about midway between the ratios of 
growth in the United States and tn the 
United Kingdom, affords a good European illus- 
tration of the valuable combinacion of quality 
plus quantity in a nation’s population progress. 

I do not recall any investigation that may have 
been made as regards this complex problem of the 
causes that give quality to this or to that: popula- 
tion. Geographical environment and the physical 
characteristics of the country probably play as 
important parts in determining the quality of 
a population as in shaping a national language 
or in modifying the accent of an adopted language. 
Another factor must be the stock from which a 
population is reared, with the original qualities 
of the stock, good or bad, persisting in cropping 
up with a regular irregularity, as biologists teach 
us, throughout many future generations. 

Among the more variable causes that determine 
the quality of a population is the factor of vari- 
ety of breeding. It is a substantial biological 
fact that close in-breeding, such as the marriage 
of persons related to each other, deteriorates the 
quality of the children born. . 

A notable instance of this. occurs in Guernsey, 
one of the old English Channel islands that be- 
longed to William, Duke of Normandy, who de- 
feated Harold II of England at Hastings in 1066, 
and who, on the Christrhas day of that yea was 
crowned as William I of England. In Guernsey, 
to this day, the eristocracy of the island aré 
largely inter-related, and they marry among theia- 
selves, with the result that the population is 
hampered with various defects of quality that do 
not crop up in a population recruited from many 
varied sources such, for instance, as the popula- 
and 
physical virility of the individual is a notable 
characteristic. A prominent feature of the aver* 
age American citizen seems to be his readiness 
to take responsibility in any emergency. This 
feature of quality.in a population cannot be 
traced back to any one cause. It is probably 
the result of many different causes that have 
chanced to be operative in the United States. 


Rate of Growth to Decline. 
S regards the future population of the United 
A States, the facts relating to past 
years show that the . probable fu- 
ture result will be a greater actual 
increase in each successive decade, accompanied 
by a rate of growth that slightly declines. From 
1900 to 1910 the rate of growth, upon the prin- 
ciple of compound interest, which is used in 
census computations, has been equal to rather 
more than 2 per cent per year. If we assume a 
future rate of growth at 2 per cent per-year, the 
population of 93.4 millions tn 1910 will double 
itself and will become 187,000800 in the year 
1945. 

When one sees the results that have been 
briefly commented upon it is curiously interesting 
to look at some’ of the mid-Victorian volumes of 
Punch. From time to time friction then arose 
between the United States and the United King- 
dom, and in Sir John Tenniel’s cartoons one sees 
the United States depicted as a small boy “cheek- 
ing” John Bull.

Locked in the Store. 


“On the night of May 381 we were 
in the store together when he closed up 
and he locked me in. I waited until 
3:30 a. m., and then saturated the 
papers with the gasoline and laid them 
along the shelves. 

"1 thought I would try 
before I set them on fire. It was 
jammed, and if I ‘had set the place 
afire before I opened it I would have 
been burned to death, I guess. 

“I decided to get outside and reach in 
to set the papers on fire, and I did 
that.

NINE ARMED BANDS 
TO MOVE AT ONCE 


Powers Sympathize With the 
Plotters, But Hesitate to 
Send Warships, Fearing 
Effect Would be Unfavor- 
able to Movement.

TUY, Spain (on the Portuguese Fron- 


tier), June 10.—Pri arations for the 
Monarchists count4 revolution against 
the republic are ¢})mplete. Action is 
certain about the n idle of June. 

That King Manuel Will return becomes 
increasingly probab. Whether he will 
remain is another qu tion. At the mo- 
ment, the overwhelmtig majority of the 


people favor him. 

It is amazing how firmly hatred of the 
Republicans has welded together all 
factions of the Royalists. The Mon- 
archists, the Miguelists, Frakists and 
Nationalists will certainly act together. 
Until the republic is overthrown there 
will be not the slightest disunion among 
them. 

No Warships to Be Sent. 

But the Powers know the situation Is 
go extremely delicate that to send war- 
ships might be to drop the spark in the 
magazine. 

In any case nothing can prevent an 
explosion within the next fortnight. 
Whether it destroys the republic or 
monarchism is ,another matter. Quite 
possibly the Moi.:rchists have an exag- 
gerated idea of their influence over the 
country; exiles always have. And even 
‘qf the first incursion be succesful, the 
Republicans rallying in Lisbon may 
drive back the invaders and win finally. 

Four thousand armed and equipped 
tnen are encamped not far from here on 
the frontier. They are commanded by a 
Portuguese officer trained tn Germany, 
wha sexved under Don Miguel, the pre- 
tender, Yy the Austrian army. 

This is ly one of nine armed bands 
“feady to pour into Portugal at a given 
signal and at that signai there will be 

-@ royalist uprising throughout Portugal. 

In these little armies are many 
university students from Oporto, Lis- 
bon and Columbia. There also are to 
be found former governors of prov- 
inces, former deputies, lawyers, colon- 
ial officers and journalists who favor 
the Monarchy—in fact men of every 
class in the country, who were driven 
out by the Republicans and who now 
intend to return with rifles in their 
hands. 


Catholics Prevent Spanish Move. 
The intense sympathy with the 


Royalists in this violently Catholic 
corner of Spain prevents all the Span- 
ish Government’s attempts to move 


_on the armed plotters. 


Greater activity by the central 
Spanish Government might lead to 
Carlist troubles here, And here the 
Carlists have a splendidly organized 
fighting force which maintains a bal- 
ance against Republicanism, and helps 
to keep King Alfonso on his throne. 


So, although the Mayor of Tuy is a 
Liberal, he can do nothing to prevent 


the Portuguese Royalists gathering 
in this vicinity, and he would be over- 
thrown “if he interfered. 

Republican excursionists from Oporto 


- exploded firecrackers and fired a ma- 


ehine gun all day yesterday, as if they 
were cannonading Tuy. This town re- 
terted by firing off crackers and play- 
ing instruments resembling Scottish 
bagpipes. This so maddened the Repub- 
licans that late that evening a Portu- 
guese officer in uniform committed the 
incredible folly of crossing into Span- 
digi: territory in a motor car waving the 
Republican flag. The Spaniards  sur- 
rounded the motor, seized the flag and 


“burned it. 
* The humor of the situation was in- 


greased by the medieval appearance of 


both towns, which are perched jon the 
summits of high hills on opposite 
banks. 


cn" Spanish Services Refused. 
The Portuguese exiles who have been 


here since the republic was proclaimed 
carefully held themselves aloof from the 
duel between Tuy and Valencia. There 
is absolutely no prospect of trouble be- 
tween the local Spanish and Portuguese 
authorities, for Royalist commanders 
have refused the services of many Span- 
jards who have volunteered. 

Tuy resembles a camp. Nevertheless 
there are receptions and balls every 
night; the Spanish have been most hos- 
pitable to the exiles. Their extraordi- 
nary sobriety and self-restraint have 
been almost incredible. Among them 


_are professional soldiers; but not even 


one of them has been seen tipsy. 
Jusuit priests whom the Portuguese 
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shall have a clean walk over into Lis- 
bon.”’ 

The Spanish Government’s anxiety 
to keep Conciero away from the fron- 
tier does not prevent his traveling by 
night in a motor car t) other centers 
when he holds brief conferences with 
his subordinates. 

Hard to Get Arms In. 

To get arms into Portugal in the 
preparation for the general Royalist 
uprising, is a delicate task, but vast 
quantities of arms are being brought 
by steamer to Galician ports and are 
being smuggled across the frontier 
and stored, 

The Monarchists are maddened by 
tales of cruelty to Royalist prisoners 
and of the poisoning of Royalist of- 
ficers. 

If the Carobnarios use bombs in the 
attack on Lisbon there will be & 
frightful massacre. Should the sail- 
ors of the fleet remain loyal to the 
Republic they will shell the city from 
the harbor. But the gunnerg in the 
Lisbon batteries have already been 
corrupted with Royalist money. The 
warships will be shelled, torpedoed 
or driven away: 


BOTTLE OF BRANDY 
AT YALE 88 YEARS

Most of the Time It Was Sealed 
Up in Wall and Then Pro- 


fessor Got It. 


NEW HAVEN, Conn., June.10.—A bot- 
tle of brandy has been added to the 
treasures in the Yale University Library. 
Really the bottle should be in a museum 
as an antique. It is 88 years old at least. 
It is also a curio, the only bottle of 
brandy that ever survived anything like 
that length of time at Yale. 

The bottle has a well authenticated 
history. In the late Prof. W. H. Brew- 
er’s effects was found a memorandum 
of a college tradition handed down to 
him in 1857 when he was a student. The 
tradition was that when the old college 
chapel was being built In 1823 a student 
took a bottle of brandy from a tutor’s 
room and hid it in a half completed 
column of the chapel. Next day the 
masons finished the column and inci- 
dentally sealed up the bottle. 

When the old chapel was being torn 
down in 189) Prof. Brewer,.who had a 
g00d memeory, suggested to Superin- 
tendent Hotchkiss, who had charge of 
Yale’s buildings then, to watch for the 
bottle and the superintendent found It. 
When Hotchkiss died the brandy went to 
Prof. Brewer and in the settlement of 
the professor’s estate Yale got it.

EDINA, Mo., June 10.—Mrs. Bernice 
Shevlin of St. Louis and Kirksville, who 
says that it costs $600 a year at the least 
to dress properly in St. Louis, declared 
in Judge Stewart’s court here today that 
Sylvanus Shevlin, whom she seeks to 
divorce, was so stingy that he would 
not buy souvenirs for their relatives 
during the honeymoon. 


waist, Mrs. Shevlin entered the court- 
room with her mother and sister, and 
her blonde prettiness created a stir. The 
case is being tried here on a change of 
venue from Kirksville, the husband 
charging, after Judge Shelton at Kirks- 
ville had granted Mrs. Shevlin $60 a 
month temporary alimony, that the 
Judge was prejudiced. 

After Judge Stewart overruled the mo- 
tion of Mrs. Shevlin’s attorneys, Cooley 
and Smoot of Kirksville, she was placed 
on the stand. She testified that on the 
honeymoon her husband would not pur- 
chase souvenirs to take to their rela- 
tives and friends. She said he told her 
before the marriage he was worth $2,- 
000 and earned more than $300 per 
month. 

When she asked him for car fare to 
go downtown he called her a ‘“‘damned 
fool,” she averred, and repeated the 
same language when she asked for 
dresses or other clothes. 

Their family and private accounts 
were explained at length and several 
merchants of St. Louis were mentioned 
and bills, checks and receipts were in- 
troduced in evidence. Arthur G. Mose- 
ley, an attorney in the Times Building 
in St. Louis, was mentioned frequently 
as having attended poker games and 
other private functions. 

A page from the Hamilton Hotel reg- 
ister of Sept. 10, 1910, was shown where- 
in the plaintiff was said to have been 
registered as Miss Jacob and to have 
been visited by Attorney Moseley. Be- 
sides this no other material evidence on 
the part of the defendant was given ex- 
cept in regard to money matters.

Moseley said he had 
been Mrs. Shevlin’s attorney and was 
advising her in the divorce suit. His 
name was dragged into the divorce suit, 
he said, through spite on the husband’s 
part.

Quest for Wealth Is Great 
Demoralizer. 


SERVE PUBLIC INTEREST

SOUTH BEND, Ind., 
Bpeaking to the graduating class 
the Law School of the University of 
Notre Dame, Gov. Judson Harmon of 
Ohio tonight discussed the ethics 
the legal profession and declared 
that desire for wealth was the chief 


sources of danger to the profession. 
To the young lawyers he said in part: 

“Listen to no one who suggests 
that morals concern the clients ef- 
fectually while you have to do with 
legal right alone. It is true that one 
may do a moral wrong by enforcing 
a iegwal right, and {in such cases the 
lawyer does vot necessarily share the 
blame, and there is no substance in 
the charge that lawyers must become 
lax of conscience because they some- 
times, uphold the side of a case which 
proves to be the wrong side. But 
when a lawyer discovers that his cli- 
ent is willing to succeed by ignoble 
methods, or becomes convinced that 
the law is. plainly against him, he 
#cannot justify persistence in main- 
taining his client’s cause. If the 
matter cannot be compromised. his 
Plain duty is to withdraw. 

“The chief source of danger to the 
profession in these days is the desire 
for wealth, which, first spreading 
iteelf with amazing speed, has not 
jeft lawyers untouched. Its results 
are deplorable enough in other quar- 
ters, but work with more deadly ef- 
fect among those who stand guard in 
the temple of justice, 

“It is easier for the lawyer than 
for most others truly to serve the 
public interest and that alone. His 
whole life and training have been in 
representing otherg and there is 
nothing more inspiring than the si- 


dent truthfulness of a multitude of 
freemen."

They wound up at the roadhouse. The 
supper lasted till after midnight, when, 
according to Shaum’s story, Mrs. Hill 
fell into a light sleep, her head on his 
shoulder.

Dry Weather in Texas Has Damaged 
the Corn Crop. 

AUSTIN, Tex., June 10.—The hot 
and dry weather that has prevailed 
throughout the State for two weeks 
has caused much damage to the corn 
crop. The deterioration was especi- 
ally marked this week. Rain within 
the next few days will save the corn 
in a great part of the State. In South 


' Texas corn is practically made. 


Cotton is doing well all over the 
State, as weather conditions have 
been very favorable. Rain would be 
a benefit. The boll weevil has ap- 


peared in some localities of Central 


and South Texas, but the hot weather 
is preventing it from doing much 
damage. Complaints of labor short- 
age'is heard from some sections. The 
first bale of cotton of the season was 


‘shipped last evening from Rivera, on 


the lower Gulf coast. 

Wheat threshing is progresing in 
North Texas and the Panhandle. The 
production will be about eight million 
bushels. 

Vegetables crops are suffering on 
account of the drouth.

TELLS HIS TROUBLES 
New Manager Brings Spirit of 
Emerald Isle With Him on — 


Visit to St. Louis. 





HALF HOUR'S talk with James 

A Jay Brady is like a ride in a 

jaunting car by the Lakes of Kil- 
larney on an autumn afternoon. 

Brady, who has been offered the po- 
sition by the lessees of the Olympic 
and Century theaters as the new Pat 
Short of St. Louis, insists that he was 
born in the Blue Grass State, but there's 
the glisten of the Emerald Isle in the 
speech and the ways of him. 

And there’s the twang of Erin’s harp 
in his tones when he protests against 
the way that Eve-talian grand opera 


singers carry away the extremely — 
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money of American theater-goers. 

“IT have’ managed amusements of all 
sorts,” said Brady to a Post-Dispatch 
reporter while he was in St. Louis 
three days ago, trying to make up his 
mind about the managership offer. “I 
have not managed grand opera. That is 
not an amusement. It is—oh, well, it’s 
the vogue. 

“Our people pay {. and $8 a seat, and 
a lot of macaroni chewers “ake the 
money home and proceed to cenduct 
themselves improperly. 

“All other shows help to put money 
in circulation. Grand opera takes mon- 
ey out of circulation. 

“And the worst of it is that when 
we theater managers charge $2 for a 
show—a good show-—the same people 
who buy the $8 grand opera seats scowl 
at us through the box-office window 
and ask very loudly whether the law 
against grand larceny has been repealed. 
And yet it costs grand opera prices to 
get up any big musical show. 


Circus, Theater and 
the New. York Problem. 


44 F anybody now doing business with 
the public has to give the said 
public its money’s worth, the 

theater manager is the one. It isn’t 

like the circus business. I was in that 
business 10 years, and I know the 
game, ; 

“The circus bids for the support of 
country people, the kind of people who 
are hungry for amusement. Let the 
band ;‘art oom-pahing in front of the 
town pump, and everybody, from the 
peddier up, and from the preacher down, 
is out to see the show. That’s how so 
many wildcat shows manage to exist. 

“But the city people aren’t hungry 
for amusements. No, they’re overfed, 
dyspeptic sometimes. And the stuff 
that pleases the country won't go 
with them. It is like a man who has 
lived in fine city hotels going to a 
country boarding place f&r his vaca- 
tion and scolding because the flowers 
aren't on the right side of the table. 

“New York is an exception. Almost 
anything ¢an go in New York, or at 
least it is difficult to say that any 
particular thing won't go well there. 
For in New York people aren’t spend- 
ing their own money. Instead, a lot 
of fellows are buying champagne sup- 
pers with the money that their fath- 
ers saved by eating 10-cent dairy 
lunches and a lot more fellows are 
doing a Wallingford with the money 
that their country ‘clients’ and ‘in- 
vestors’ have made selling potatoes 


‘at the county seat. 


“In St. Louis and Chicago people 
are spending their own money to. a 
sufficient extent to make them care- 
ful about it. And it’s a point of pride 
with them to get all they pay for. 


St. Louis Should Have 
Good Plays Four Weeks. 


‘é HERE is no reason why S8t. 
Louis should not frequently 
have four weeks’ runs of the 
best attractions. If the attractions 
are good enough to stand it, the 
town will. But it isn't every day that 
the manager can put his hand on an 
attraction that will stand a run. 
“We talk about the faults of the 
shows we get and criticise them, then 


puddenly there comes a big success 


and we 6° crazy about it and burn 
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incense to the author, but no one 
seems to find out how to make an- 
other. It’s a, different combination 
of circumstances that enters into each 
theatrical success, but when you get 
to the bottom you find it’s brains. 
They said ‘Madame Sherry’ won its 
success by luck, but the music lasts 
with the public as if there was some- 
thing very much like merit about 
Ay 

Brady wants to return to St. Louis 
and he doesn’t want to. He has so 
many friends here that he has to 
take a closed taxi if he wants to 
get from Broadway and Walnut to 
Ninth and Olive between a ‘matinee 
and a night performance. But he has 
a home in Chi—no, not in Chicago, in 
Evanston. And every conductor on 
the “L” knows the regularity with 
which the trim, white-haired little 
man goes nightly to the suburb made 
famous by Northwestern University 
and James A. Patten. 


Used Circus Methods . 


Advertising Ben Hur. 


E is now manager of the Colonial 
H Theater in Chicago and has man- 

aged other houses there. He 
opened the Century Theater, as its first 
Manager, in 1897, and ran it until it 
passed into the syndicate control and 
under the Short management three years 
later. The greater part of his time since 
he spent ahead of Ringling Brothers, 
though he has managed road shows, the 
biggest of them being the original “K. 
& E.”’ production of Ben-Hur. 

When he brought the chariot race af- 
fair to the Olympic some ten seasons 
ego, he opened a special headquarters 
and advertised his show in and out of 
the city as nothing save the Veiled 
Prophet had ever been advertised here. 
Railroads granted more or less reduced 
rates and hundreds from Missouri and 
Illinois towns presented themselves at 
the box office, only to learn that city 
buyers had beaten them to all the seats. 

“We told them we were sorry,” Brady 
remarked in telling the story, “but that 
they’d better stay over a day or two 
end that they might have better luck 
and that, anyway, there was a lot to 
see in St. Louis. 

“I think most of them stayed until 
they saw the show. That brought us 
out all. right and it helped the hotels. 
It’s the business of the theaters and 
the hotels to help each other, anyway. 

“Now, there was Jim McTugue. When 
we planned the Century Theater we 
saw that a restaurant was needed in 
connection. McTague wanted to run it, 
but he was a little uncertain how it 
would go. There was a St. Louis preju- 
dice against restaurants in basements 
and you know what a St. Louis preju- 





dice is. It's a thing that people who, 


live here don’t dare to disregard but 
that sometimes an outsider, who knows 
nothing about it, will knock to pieces. 
It was that way with our people, some 
cf whom were outsiders. They encour- 
aged the restaurant plan and now no- 
body in St. Louis stops to think wheth- 
er he’s going downstairs or up in an 
elevator for his meals.”’

Down to a Fine Art.

will remember everybody whom he ever 
knew here. But he improved his side-

“But don’t represent me as trying to 
be a saint.

MOTHER OF BOY 


UPHOLDS FATHER 
IN WrIPPING CASE 


Wife Will Appear in Behalf of 


Henry Crawford in Dayton 
Street Police Court. 


SAYS LAD DISOBEYED HIM 
Declares He Had Failed to Re- 


port to Juvenile Court and 
Strap Was Used on Him. 





Mrs. Henry Crawford of 2405 North 
Fourteenth street will appear tn be- 
half of her husband in the Daston 
Street Police Court tomorrow, when 
he is arraigned on the charge of 
beating their 12-year-old son, Wil- 
liam, with a strap.

When McDonough arrived and talked 
with Levy about the case, Levy re- 
opened it by issuing a summons against 
Crawford, requiring him to appear to- 
morrow. 

Mrs. Crawford told a Post-Dispatch 
reporter yesterday that her husband 
was a good father, did not drink, and 
did not often punish any of his chil- 
dren. 

Boy Fails to Report, 

The wife said she was in the city 
hospital for a year and a half, leaving 
last November, and during that time 
her four daughters were placed in an 
industrial school on Von Versen ave- 
nue, and William was in the City In- 
dustrial School. 

When William returned home, she 
said, he was required to report to the 
Juvenile Court at intervals. He should 
have made such a report Friday, and 
his father had told him to do so. When 
the father learned that he had failed 
to do this, the mother said, he whipped 
William with a strap. There was noth- 
ing cruel about the whipping, she said, 
and she blamed a neighbor for causing 
the boy to make complaint.

Fashionable District Is Chief 
Offender. 


WOMEN’S CLUBS PRAISE HIM 


Make the Town “More Like 
~ Home, Less Like Hell,’ Is 
His Adopted Slogan. 


Danny Wuersh is cleaning up East 
St. Louis. 

Three weeks ago he was an unknown 
factor in the civic life of the big town 
on the starboard bank of the river. 

Today he is a power that must be 
reckoned with. 

Danny once had an ambition to be a 
jockey and for several seasons he was 
an exercise boy on the old East Side 
racetrack. In consequence of this train- 
ing he is riding easily and gracefully 
in the reform saddle and the women’s 
clubs of East St. Louls say he is per- 
fectly lovely. 

This is more than a tribute to Danny’s 
personal appearance. In his case the 
ciub members agree handsome is as 
handsome does. 

His Busy 21 Days. 

For just 21 days Danny has been £&u- 
perintendent of Streets in Mayor Lam- 
bert’s new cabinet. In that time his 
five feet of muscle, sinew and tightly 
arawn parchment skin has never been 
icle. Some have christened him the 
‘Little Demon,” and all have wondered 
when he sleeps. 

Property owners, who resent his ac- 
tivity in cleaning the city’s streets and 
alleys, look upon. him as a Jinx, but 
civic improvement advocates hail him 
as a Daniel come to judgment. 

Danny himself does not Iindorse 
either of these estimates. 

‘IT am here to do my duty.” he sald 
to a Post-Dispatch reporter. “The 
ordinances say that streets and al- 
leys must be kept clean. That’s all 
there is to it. 
they are kept clean and I’m going to 
do it. 


“More Like Home, Less Like Hell.” 

‘I got my inspiration two years 
ago when State Senator John M. 
Chamberlain made a speech before 
the East St. Louis Commercial: Club. 
He said that what this town needed 
was somebody who would make it 
look more like home and less like 
hell. 

“That’s my slogan. 

“T hadn’t been in office a day when 
I discovered that most of the dirt In 
East St. Louis is not in the tenement 
districts. When I drove out some 
of the boulevards and through the 
fashionable residence subdivisions I 
said to myself: ‘This is qa city of 
well-kept and beautiful homes.’ 

“But when I went around to the al- 
leys in the rear of those same homes, 
I was astounded. The dirt was so thick 
I couldn’t see the brick pavements. 
Tin cans, ashes and garbage were scat- 
tered everywhere. 

Alleys for Private Purposes. 

“Property ,owners didn't seem to rea- 
lize that the alleys were public thorough- 
fares. They used them for all sorts 
of private purposes. 

“I was on a tour of inspection last 
Saturday when I found a naphtha launch 
in an alley. I inquired about it, and 
whom do you think it belonged to? 
Why, to one of our best citizens, Prof. 
Cook of the high school. It was in 
such a position that {it would block 
traffic and interfere with the fire ap- 
paratus if it should be necessary to 
make a run through the alley. I told 
Dr. Cook it must be removeu, and he 
seemed greatly surprised.

Travilla Is His Model. 

“IT am going to do things the way they 
do them in St. Louis. In the last 10 
Gays I have had several conferences 
with Street Commissioner Travilla of St. 
Louis, and he has given me many val- 
uable pointers. 

“Just think of it. In one afternoon he 
collected five wagonloads of tin cans 
from alleys in the fashionable residence 
districts. They wouldn't stand for that 
across the river. 

‘**Make East St. 
St. Louis.’ 

“That's my second choice for a slogan. 

“When my first crew went out to clean 
the alleys of East St. Louis two of the 
men became ill while loading the 
wagons! Just think of that! And this 
Was in a paved alley, too.! 


Louis cleaner than 


Bad as Ever in Two Days. 


‘That was on Friday. When I went 
back to that same neighborhood on Sun- 
day I found conditions as bad as ever. 
It will have to stop, even if I must go 
the length of causing the arrest of 
some of our most prominent and influen- 
tial citizens. Dr. L. B. Short, the new 
Health Commissioner, is with me in 
this fight, and is preparing ordinances 
which will insure the biggest cleaning 
up East St. Louis ever saw. We already 
have a law by which a person who 
throws tin cans or other refuse In the 
streets or alleys is subject to a fine of 
from $5 to $100. Just watch me enforce it. 

‘Tin cans are a great menace to a 
city’s health. They breed mosquitoes, 
and the mosquitoes carry germs of ty- 
phoid and other dangerous diseases. We 
recently have poured 1800 gallons of 
petroleum on the slough and creeks of 
East St. Louis to kill mosquitoes, but 
this will do little good if. the tin can 
evil continues to exist. 

“IT am going to make the owners. of 
vacant property ‘cut the weeds and I 
have prepared ordinances which will 
compel every householder to provide 
himself with a nonabsorbent metal gar- 
bage can and build a fireproof ashbin. 

‘In six months from now East St. 
Louis will b@ clean as a pin if I have 
to reorganize the entire Street Depart- 
ment to bring about that result.’’ 

After giving up his ambition to be a 
jockey Wuersh entered the office of 
Congressman Rodenburg and United 
States District Attorney Trautman as a 
confidential clerk. He studied law and 
was admitted to the bar.- He 1s re- 
garded as one of the shrewdest Répub- 
lican organizers in Southern Illinols and 
has been Rodenburg’s chief leutenant 
in many campaigns. He is 4 years old

Bernard Frank Visits Taft In Ef. 
fort to Prevent Foreign 


Discrimination. 


Bernard Frank of 3318 Ohio avenue, 
grand master of the Progressive Order 
of the West, is in New York as. the 
representative of that organization In an 
effort to bring about the abandonment 
of the national agreement between the 
United States and Russia made in 1832. 
He explained his mission to President 
Taft last Monday and was given en- . 
couragement by the Chief Executive. 

The headquarters of the Progressive 
Order of the West are in St. Louis. The 
order is composed of Jewish members, 
and claims a membership of 50,000 in the 
United States. Members claim that the 
Russian Government discriminates 
against Jewish residents of the United 
States who visit that country. . 

By resolutions the lodges authorized 
Frank to go to Washington, New York 
and other official headquarters to op- 
pose the alleged Kussian discrimination 
and ask for a termination of the treaty 
between the United States and Russia.

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The greatest players have 
generally been those to slip into the 
big leagues from the minors compara- 
tively unheralded. 

To find a measures of the madness in 
buying young talent just consider that 
clubs average this $30,000 per annum (in 
many cases much more) and are pleased 
beyond measure if they get two men 
above the commonplace of ability. 

Such a sinful waste cannot continue, 
when baseball gets down to the propo- 
sition of lower prices and greater econ- 
omy—as it surely will, In the end. 

GOOD MEN NOT FOR SALE, 
IG prices repay magnates in base- 
K ball only where paid for known 
talent. And there is precisely the 
place where there is no sale. No mag- 
uate will sell a player of experience ex- 
cept he thinks he is handing his rival 
a gold brick. He may trade, but never 
dispose of a good one for cash. 

Of course, one trouble is that the per- 
functory tryout methods of modern big 
League baseball frequently result in the 
passing back of men who could be 
coached into efficiency. Teams pay high 
prices because they want stars imme- 
diately—they cannot afford to dally with 
men on the bench, waiting for them to 
grow up. If they fail to come to top 
form during the first six weeks of the 
season, it’s back to the minors, with 
all the discouragement this set back 
generally means to the ambitions of 
youth. 

With big League nursing for a season, 
much of this waste could be saved mag- 
nates. 

If a league could be formed of these 
‘“‘seconds,”’ under coaches who had seen 
big League service, these men could get 
almost major League experience, and 
the clubs that paid for them be per- 
mitted to retain their original title.

Uniform State Laws and Eleva- 
tion and Promotion of Busi- 
ness Is Object.

Closer co-operation between realty 
men located in various cities throughout 
the country is being urged by Alexander 
§. Taylor of Cleveland, who is presi- 
dent of the National Association of Real 
Estate Exchanges. Delegates from this 
city to the national convention in Denver 
during the week of July 17 will have the 
plan unfolded to them in detail for defi- 
nite action. 

It is planned, among other things. to 
have a national real estate roster con- 
taining the names of all dealers affili- 


ated with associations, which are con- 
nected with th- national board. This 
roster will be in the hands of members 
of exchanges in every state. Should a 
dealer in this city have occasion to buy, 


sell or trade property in another city, / 


and not be in touch with a regular 
agency, he will turn to his roster and 
select a man by whose description he is 
satisfied he will meet best his require- 
ments. In this way business relations 
will be established between realty deal- 
ers of this city and those in all large 
centers of population. 


Interest in Convention Growing. 
Increased interest is being shown here 


in the national convention, and it {is 
probable that a good-sized delegation 
will represent this city at Denver next 
month. President Taylor and Secretary 
R. Bruce Douglas of the National Asso- 
ciation, are working hard to make the 
Denver meeting the greatest ever held, 
from the point of the real estate man, 
while the Denver committees on enter- 
tainment are planning many pleasant 
features for the benefit of prospective 
visitors. 

‘We want to impress upon the coun- 
try the importance and dignity of the 
real estate man’s calling,’’ declares 
President Taylor. “It is indeed en- 
couraging to see that real estate men 
are awakening to the necessity of or- 
ganization. Too long have they spent 
their time in petty bickerings when 
they should have been united and 
working towards a common goal. 

“There are many reforms of a legal 
nature needed in every state throughout 
the country, and only by close co-op- 
eration can we hope to bring them 
about. State laws should be uniform. 
Nothing but a national movement 
through a national association can 
bring this about. Just as conditions 
have improved wonderfully in cities 
where well organized realty exchanges 
are in existence, s0 can the same 
change be wrought in the national field 
through such an association as ours. 

“Real estate men are organizing to 
protect and promote real estate inter- 
ests throughout the country, to uplift 
and dignify real estate as a business, 
to establish bonds of confidence which 
Will resule-in an interchange of business 
and mutual profit. We aim to place 
the real estate business on such a 
broad and high plane that we may 
enjoy the highest credit as business 
men and occupy a place in the com- 
munity second to none. 

“We should stand for honesty and 
efficiency in all matters pertaining to 
the rear estate business and our policy 
should be one of progression, construc- 
tion ahd expansion. It is the real es- 
tate man who is really the construc- 
tionist in any community, for he sets 
in motion the machinery which ends in 
the erection of fine mercantile buildings 
and the vast developments seen in sub- 
urban Y¥eal estate.’’

WASHINGTON, June 10.—The House 
of Representatives listened today:to a

Reiterating his 
tree trade sentiments, Representative 
Henry George Jr. of New York declared 
that he was a “single taxer’ and that 
he believed that the taxation of land 
values represented the system which this 
country ultimately would adopt.

“The trend of the world {s away from 
the income tax and away from the indi- 
rect tariff tax,” said George. “It is 
toward a tax on land values; a tax on 
the unearned values which are constant- 
ly increasing with social developments.

ON VACATION TRIP} 


Kirkwood Youths Have Earned 
Money With Which to Buy 
Outfit for Road. 


Four Kirkwood boys who have made 
sacrifices to obtain money for a summer 
vacation outing are about to start on 
a wagon journey through Missouri, 
Kansas and Colorado. They are Charles 
Byars, 17-year-old son-of William Vin- 
cent Byars; Gordon Henderson, 17, son 
of H. N. Henderson; Julian Conway, 
16, and Edward Conway, 17, sons of 
William Conway. 

Since last Christmas the boys have 
denied themselves luxuries, and have 
not only saved their allowances of 
spending momey, but have done manual 
labor and sometimes menial work to 
increase their vacation fund. 

After a heavy hailstorm two months 
ago each of them earned $1.23 a day 
picking up fragments of broken glass 
from wrecked hot-houses owned by 8&t. 
Louis County florists. When it was 
necessary for them to go to St. Louis 
to buy equipment for thelr outing they 
walked to Bave carfare. 

They originally planned to ride to 
Colorado on burros. Hearing that there 
was to be a livestock saleeat Eureka, 
Mo., they walked 20 miles to that town. 
When they found that no burros were 
to be had there, they walked back. 

The boys have purchased one horse 
for $30, and another for $45, and a wag- 
on for §2.50. The wagon had no tongue, 
but that didn’t worry them. All have 
been pupils in the Kirkwood Manual 
Training School, and they put their 
knowledge to good account by cutting 
down a tree and fashioning it into a 
wagon tongue. 

Finding that the wagon-body is too 
heavy for a long journey, they are 
equipping it with bent hickory bows 
and will cover these with canvas, thus 
transforming the wagon into a prairie 
schooner. 

Every morning at 1 a. m. they take 
a long drive over the county roads 
to get the horses in training for the 
tour. As their capital is now nearly 
exhausted, they will make their ex- 
penses by working in the Kansas 
wheat fields as farm hands while on 
their way to Colorado.

LONDON, June 10.—The coronation has, 


settled down on this great metropolis like 
a huge incubus, a very burden of Atlas 
on the shoulders of taxpapers and busi- 
ness mén generaily. Nothing could be 


less festive in spirit than the expres- 
sions one hears on all sides. Indeed, 
the prevailing feeling is one of dismayed 
exasperation at the inconvenience ev- 
erybody in town will suffer, and the 
general Gdiscomfort and disturbance to 
business that the great pageant is 
bound to inflict. 

But the crowd and the traffic are 
growing daily. In the West End the 
chief streets abutting the route of pro- 
cession are being cut off by barricades 
10 feet high, ‘which will be closed by 
stout doors during the actual time of 
the pageant, and the process of con- 
structing these barricades drives all 
traffic, afoot and vehicular, to the 
main arteries. 

Before the eventful day the police 
will arrange to shut off to traffic all 
other streets, so that the only way by 
which one can reach the line of proces- 
ston, even before it moves, will be 
through the doors in the barricades and 
when ‘the police, in their discretion, 
consider that any particular section of 
the route is sufficiently full they will 
close the huge doors in the barricades, 
and thus effectually stop all traffic ex- 
cept in one direction—that of the pro- 
cession itself. 


Traffic to Stop at 4 A. M. 
All wheeled traffic along the route 


will be shut off at 4 o’clock in the 
morning of coronation day, and those 
who have purchased or hold tickets for 
seats are being advised officially to be 
in those seats not later than 7:15 in 
the forenoon. 

There these seatholders. must re- 
main until 2:3, a practical incarcera- 
tion for over seven hours. .Those who 
will view the procession from the bal- 
conies of their own or friends’ houses 
will not suffer much by this program, 
but to appreciate whet this inability 
to get away for seven hours will 
mean to the great body of sightseers 
it is necessary to see the incredibly 
cramped and uncomfortable accom- 
modations provided on the _ stands 
which halve been constructed upon the 
Simple principle of squashing the 
greatest number of people into the 
smallest possible space. 

A quarter of a million visitors, it 
is estimated, are already in London, 
attracted solely by the prospect of 
the great pageant, and before corona- 
tion day arrives three times as many 
more are expected. This is in ad- 
dition to the usual floating population 
of London visitors which is normally 
at its height in June. 

All night trains vwifll be run from 
all parts of England to London: for 
the occasion. The. authorities are 
counting, oddly enough, on an unusual 
exodus of the real residents of Lon- 
don during the coronation festivities, 
so that the traffic will be unprece- 
dented both in and out of the capi- 
tal. The seaside resorts are already 
booked up to almost full capacity for 
coronation week. 


Business Not Exceptional. 
The other side of the picture is to be 


found in the complaints of the shop- 
keepers of the West End that business, 
Gespite the crowds that jam the streets, 
ig not exceptional. Some even maintain 
that it is below normal, as though the

I. The Viterbo Trial and the 
Need for the Romantic.

where I saw lined up in front of 

the cage, upon four benches, the 
accused in the great Camorra trial, as 
all the world cails it. 


I have studied all those faces, some 
ferocious and vulgar, others refined 
and intelligent, others stupid and in- 
ert. I have heard several of them 
speak with that impetuous confusion 
with which the common people speak 
whentrying toexpress complex ideas 
and to reason on difficult matters. 
And on looking them over in their 
cage in the recesses of that ancient 
church transformed into a court of 
justice, I felt myself confirmed in 
the impression that reading the ac- 
counts of the trial had already given 
me; which is to say, I could not suc- 
ceed in mentally transporting all these 
men into a suburban inn at Naples 
and giving them the attitude of a 
sort of somber court-martial or 
vehmeerich of the Camorra, intently 
discussing the trial of a traitor and 
condemning two persons to death. 


This, however, was what I observed. 
Human imagination craves for mys- 
terious attrocities and romantic ad- 
ventures. It is not content to satisfy 
this hunger with literature, but when- 
ever it can it gives the form of fan- 
tastic romance to the very reality 
in which it lives, above all to these 
phenomena of life which lend them- 
selves most easily to this sort of de-

to wrap itself in shadow. Therefore, 
consider it a rule of necessary pru- 
dence that he who would know the 
truth and not dress up in the world 
of spectacular romance, should nof 
too readily lend his faith to big 
stories of human wickedness—whether 
it be an ancient historian’s account 
of the execrable atrocities sf Roman 
emperors or a modern newspaper's 
description of the dark workshops of 
crime in which the most serious vil- 
lainies are forged—such, for instance, 
as the Camorra, the Mafia, the Black 
Hand. 


The Camorra as It Was.

No, the 
Camorra and Mafia are not legends.

In connection with this trial it has 
been published in Europe and Amer- 
ica that members of the aristocracy, 
deputies and even ministers are af- 
filiated with the Camorra; that the 
Camorra can bring to bear such power

seat of the Camorra, and Sicily, the 
home of the Mafia, that all these 
stories are fables; that the great mis- 
take commonly committed in Europe 
and America in regard to these so- 
cieties consists in the belief that both 
have wide ramifications in all classes 
of society, an established hierarchy, 
chiefs respected as dictators, laws, 
statutes, constitutions, courts and a 
formidable secret power. Really the 
truth is more simple, more human, 
fess romantic, and so much less easily 
believed. 

All who know thoroughly the life of 
Naples and its history agree that the 
Camorra was really quite a powerful 
fociety, very vast, with a hierarchy, 
laws, respected chiefs and symbolic 
ceremonies in the first half of the nine- 
teenth century, that is to say, until the 
ennexation of the kingdom of Naples 
to Italy. But it was not a criminal 
society in the true sense of the word. 
Itobbery, for example. was forbidden to 
the Camorristi, and whosoever com- 
mitted it was excluded from the society. 
1 might almost say that the Camorra 
was then a mutual benefit and aid s0- 
ciety among the lower classes—a society 
of the kind so often found in troublous 
and turbulent times when the Govern- 
nent is weak—and it professed a certain 
rough code of chivalrous virtue. Who- 
ever joined it bound himself not to com- 
mit certain actions and to abstain from 
certain vices which were considered in- 
famous! 

He promised absolute devotion to the 
cause and to the common interests of 
the society, as well as full obedience 
to its leaders; he had to display great 
courage on all cccasions and never fear 
death or wounds. It was natural that 
such an association should recruit the 
most daring and most violent among 
the populace of Naples, and, once in 
the ranks of the soclety, these recog- 
nized and obeyed as chiefs those among 
themselves who were endowed with the 
greatest intelligence and courage. Thus 
it was not an association of malefac- 
tors but a society of arrogant fellows 
that in the midst of a poor and timid 
people like that of Naplés necessarily 
grew to profit by the respect and the 
terror that it inspired in the people to 
secure to itself certain advantages, 
without, however, committing actual 
crimes. Thus, whatever the profession 
or the business or the trade that the 
Camorristi pursued he easily assured 


ihimself many advantages over his com- 


petitors, profiting by his prestige as a 
Camorrist and by the clannishness of 
his fellow members, 

Besides, the Camorra devised a sort 
of tax upon gambling houses, upon 
other houses of pleasure, etc. 

Ill. The Decadence of the 
Camorra. 
NTIL 1860 this society was very 

J powerful, thanks even to the tol- 

eration of the Government of the 
Bourbons, which, for political motives, 
did not want to molest it too much. 
From 1815 on the Bourbon Government 
lived in constant dread of riots and 
popular revolts and so it made up with 
the Camorra, which was much feared 
by the people, as a means of counter- 
acting the propaganda of liberal ideas 
among the masses. The Government 
did not disturb the society; in return 
its chiefs favored the Government and 
helped it to keep order in the most 
thickly populated quarters of the great 
city. 

Therefore it is not difficult to un- 
derstand for what reasons the Ca- 
morra began to decline after 186Q and 
why it sank lower and lower with 
each decade, It seems that its last 
really respected and powerful chief 
was a certain Cappuccio who died 
about 20 years ago, 

Attacked more energetically by the 
new Italian Government; no longer 
endured with such docility by the 
people, in whom education was 
Spreading, and among whom men 
from the North were mingling; en- 
feebled by the new spirit of the times, 
the ancient Camorra has ended by 
falling to pieces. From itg frag- 
ments have sprung up in Naples many 
little associations of thieves, a great 
number of procurers, spies, swindlers 
and persons living in constant defi- 
ance of the laws. 

Even the victim, the now famous 
Cuocolo, was a most able thief and a 
very clever spy. In fact, almost all 
of them, with few exceptions, are 
inveterate criminals, but for this 
very reason they are to be believed 
when they assert that they do not 
belong to the Camorra, this word be- 
ing taken in its precise historic 
sense. The criminal associations 
formed by them had nothing tn com- 
mon with the old Camorra, but pop- 
ular report, which today does not 
know the exact meaning of the word 
Camorra, pointed them out as tra- 
ditional Camorristi, because they were 
persons who had often been called 
to settle with justice. 

IV. The Camorra and the 
Mafia. 
HE same things might tn some ways 
7 be said of the Mafia. Any one 
who wants to know what the 
Mafia really its—and this problem is 
highly interesting to America because 
‘mmigration is transporting to America 
end especially to New York a by no 


means small number of mafiosi—should 


not read the more or less imaginary 
stories that many newspapers print, but 
rather the studies made by persons who 
know Sicily thoroughly. The man who 
has studied the subject of the Mafia 
most deeply is Mosca, a Sicilian, who is 
now professor of constitutional law in 
the Gaetwo University of Turin, and a 
Deputy in Parliament. ” 

He has proved conclusively that the 
Mafia is not, as believed, a single great 
gociety with one head, a hierarchy and 
laws, but that the word Mafia means 
_rather @ sort of arrogant spirit of re- 
tellion against the law, from which 
are born many little associations or 
“sosche” as they are called in Sicily,

each independent of the other. The 
“eosache’’ are really small clubs ef bullies 
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in which the biggest bully leads. These 

mate by the weakness of the authori- 
ties and the timidity of the majority to 
secure to ‘themselves advantages of all 
sort, and they are solemnly pledged 
never to denounce each other to the po- 
lice. 

A Mafioso then is a bully who lives by 
theft, swindling and extortion and con- 
siders it a point of honor never to betray 
his friends and associates. 


V. Most Probable Hypothe- 
sis About the Trial. 


F a reader were to ask me now for 
my opinion of the crime that was 
the origin of this colossal trial 

I should reply that, at least up to the 
point now reached and not denying 
that new revelations may modify this 
impression, the following explanation 
appears to me to be most probably 
true 

Cuoccolo was a notorious thief and 
@ most accomplished spy, who lived 
partly by circumventing and partly 
by' serving the laws; he must have 
been killed by accomplices or compe- 
titors whom he had either done out 
of their share of the booty in some 
robbing or betrayed to the authori- 
ties. It is probable that ‘n the pris- 
oners’ cage are the perpetrators and 
accomplices of the crime, or at least 
scme Of them, but who those are is 
not at all clear yet, and it does not 
seem at all probable, at least up to 
the present that Cuoccolo was, slain 
after being sentenced by the tribunal 
of the Camorra united in plenary ses- 
sion. 

In order to admit that the Camorra 
still exists, that it has been converted 
into a great agency to condemn its 
traitors to death in this way, while 
those with the most intimate knowl- 
— oa believe that only a 

of it are left, would 
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require proof more serious than the 
stories of a thief and a spy suddenly 
changed, into an exeuctioner, such as 
is the famous Abbatgemaggio. 


How then explain that this colossal 
trial is taking place, thus accrediting 
to the world the legeng that Naples 
is almost given up to a formidable 
secret society able to defy all the 
forces of authority? For this there 
are many diverse reasons, but the 
first and the simplest is that the 
judges are also men, whom it is not 
always easy to detach from the com- 
mon destiny of men, which is to ac- 
cept too often as true and real things 
which do not exist. Whether the 
Camorra exists or not the publie of 
Naples and outside Naples believes 
that it exists; hence, it is in a certain 
sense a reality. In Italy, as every- 
where else, public opinion exerts 
great influence upon sensational 
trials and the examining magistrates 
must take into account what the pub- 
lic thinks, 


T is easy to understand how trying 
| and difficult is the position of the 

authorities when some sensational 
crime deeply stirs public opinion 
With loud cries the public demands 
that the criminals be caught and pun- 
ished; heated by the public clamor 
the imagination of the spies also is 
excited; the authorities are bombard- 
ed with accusations of all sorts, often 
contradictory, which it is difficult if 
not impossible to control and verify 
because no one will repeat in public 
what he emphasizes in secret. 

It often happens that the authori- 
ties know with certainty who is guilty 
but they have no means of proving it. 
Then they make many efforts to in- 
duce some one to. speak; to loosen 
tongues they often yield to the tempt- 
ation to make use of methods that 
are not always quite beyond excep- 





ness or an accomplice who for 


reason or another decides to speak]

BOSTON, June 10.—A hunchback 
sea cook, William de Graff by name, 
with two bargemen, Antonio Prisick 
and William Nelson, all of Boston, 
were locked up in jail this afternoon 
chafged by the Federal authorities 
with murdering their captain on the 
high geas.

Capt. Camp continued on his way 
to Boston and when the tow reacned 
port the men were arrested and later 
turned over to United States Marshal 
Murchie, 

When arraigned on a charge of 
murder on the high seas the sailors 
pleaded not guilty. They were com- 
mitted without bail for a hearing 
next Wednesday. 

All the men denied any knowledge 
of how Capt. Wyman came by his 
death,

LONDON, May 26. 

the eve of his coronation 
as King of Great Britain 
and Ireland and Emperor of 
India, an incident of many 
years ago has arisen to pro- 
voke doubt as to whether 
the temperament of King 
George V is as placid as his 
popular nickname, “Quiet 
George,” would portend. The 
‘occurrence is related by an 
aged photographer, Adolph 
Beau of Regent street, who 
| had the honor and distress 
of taking the first photographs ever made of the 
present King, and who found the royal infant 
the most perverse, self-willed and mischievous 
of subjects. 

The pictures, which, after many tribulatiens, 
M. Beau was able to take by enlisting the assist- 
ance of the little Prince’s pet dog, were for many 
years-lost, save for those in possession of the 
royal family. But copies of them, by a lucky ac- 
cident; have just been unearthed in a curio sho} 
in High Holburn. The pictures display the an- 
amiable temper in which the baby Prince endiued 
the sittings. 

_M. Beau, who is now retired, but who was for- 
merly: head of London’s foremost photographic 
‘studio, told the Post-Dispatch correspondent the 
following story of how he photographed Prince 
George: 

“In. 1867, ” said he, “I was summoned to the 
palace) o’ the Prince of Wales, the late King 
Edward “VII, and commanded to take a series 
of photographs of the royal children, in order 
that miniatures might be painted from them 
for her Royal Highness, the Princess of Wales, 
who is now Dowager Queen Alexandra. 

“The command filled me with dismay. It wa;

requiring an exposure of about half a minute. 
Because of the difficulty of keeping them quiet so

In some instances the value of the increase 
in the crop the first year has been equal to the 
cost of the system. 

The cost of a drainage system, as estimated 
by the men of the Kansas State Agricultural 
College, who have investigated it, varies with 
the number of drains required. On land in 
which the tile may be placed 100 feet apart, the 
cost will average $14 an acre. Tile three inches 
in diameter costs $10 to $12.50 for 1000 feet; four 
inches in diameter, $15 to $20; six inches, $27 to 
$35. Contractors usually charge 25 cents a rod 
for digging trenches that average three feet 
deep and wide enough for tile six inches in di- 
ameter. 

Land may be drained by either one of two 
methods—surface drainage or under drainage. 
Surface drainage is accomplished by open ditches 
while the othtr method, as fts name implies, re- 
quires a system of underground drains. 

This system has many advantages over the 
epen ore. The surface soil is not carried away © 
there are no obstructions, plant food, ds manur 
or other fertilizer, is carried into the ground — 
the water in passing through the soll dissolves 
its particles, the land can be worked earlier in 
the season, the frost goes out of the soil earlier, 
the ground is made porous and open, the effects 
of drouth are diminished by a deepened soil and 
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the loose surface prevents excessive évapora- 
tion, more air is admitted and heat which disin- 
tegrates the soil which was not available for 
plants. 

Land that is nearly leve] should be surveyed to 
get the*®best results. A grade seldom can be 
guessed correctly. On small tracts that have 
steep slopes, or contain sufficient water to col- 
lect in the trench, the tile may be laid without 
surveying the land. Even under this condition 
it is advisable to have the drain laid according 
to plans and surveys. Keep a map of the system. 

The first thing in the construction of a drain- 
age system is to get an outlet. The main drain 
should follow the natural depression, with due 
regard to a straight course. Avoid all curves 
when possible.. A drainage system may be lik- 
ened to a river system, with the main, submain 
and tributaries. 

On land that needs drainage on certain spots, 
the random method of drainage is used. The 
branch linés are laid withont special regard 
to systemat'e work. In a field that needs equal 
drainage the drains are laid parallel, each con- 
neeting the main. These lateral draing should be 
laid up and down the slope instead of across. 
The distance, apart of these laterals depends on 
the nature of the soil. It may vary from 30 to 
300 feet. ae

s.deration than the size of the tile, Here are 
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some of the important questions:

LATEST COIFFURES F 
WITH LOTS OF HAIR

AKE out your rats. Put away your puffs 
and go in for a course of brushing. 
This is the dictum of the hour. 

Brush your hair. Brush it every

Brushing your hair yourself, vor having it 
brushed at a specialist's, or having a specialist 
come to your house, is joe very latest fad. 

Whether it is the fashion tu sv without rats 
and an over-abundance of artificial hair because 
very small hats are being worn or whether the 
close-fitting little hats are being worn because 
small coiffyres are the style, I don’t know, but 
the result is that natural hair has come into its 
own once more and the real big reason for the 
brushing fad is that women are now trying to re- 
pair the damage done by wearing tao’ much arti- 
ficial] hair. ' 

The fashion changed more than a year ago, 
when the contour of the head was again seen, 
but women in general have been slow to adopt 
the new idea, and grotesque head dresses—-for 
they are grotesque—are still seen. It is, I fancy, 
because puffs and ready-made coiffures save such 
a lot of trouble. : 

So brush, brush, brush and see how quickly 
your hair will respond. 

Soon it will begin to stand away from the scalp 
in its own waves, and hair is rarely without a 
wave that will come out with a little training 


It will have the same full look that it had when 
it was put over a. roll, only it will be so much 
softer and cooler that you will wonder how in 
the world you:ever stood all that heavy, hot ex- 
tra hair. 

If you have only a small amount, take the ends 
and do them into puffs. These are the only kind 
permissible. 

The new process for hair culture is a very 
simple thing. 

First it should’ be well aired—in the sun if 
possible—and then brushed. 

If it is oily it need not be washed, but brushed 
with oris powder. Sprinkle the powder through 
the hair, being careful not to get it on the scalp, 
and then with a coarse brush brush every particle 
of powder out and with another brush brush it 
until all the natural luster comes out and the 
hair is soft and supple 

Once a week is enough to use the oris and a 
thorough shampooing is sufficient for any head 
every fourth week. Too frequent washing is bad 
for both scalp and hair. 

The shops are offering fine businesslike-looking 
brushes, with deep bristles, for the care of the 
hair, and, besides being splendid for bringing 
about the desired effect in the hair itself, they 
furnish a good exercise for the development of 
arms and shoulders, because’ so heavy are they 
that Indian clubs and dumbbells’ could not be 
more efficacious in rounding out undeveloped 
bust and chest. 

Try it—this strenuous brushing—and see how 
it brings into play not only arm muscles, but 
all those in throat and neck. | 

At first all the muscles in the upper part of 
your body will ache, and then as they become ac- 
customed to the new strain put upon them they 
will get hard and firm, and your hair—it 
will begin to look [fMke spun silk, with all the 
high lights showing and the depth of color shim- 
mering as in burnished metal. 

The specialists’ shops are crowded: now every 
day with women who can afford to patronize 
them, but other women, those with nothing a 
year, can benefit by what is learned there. 

The attendant first works the scalp loose with 
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her strong fingers—-you can aiso do this yourself 
—then she rubs in a good tonic with a brush like 
a stiff nail brush, with a handle. This done, she 
again rubds the scalp well. 

Then the hair is brushed dry. As she goes, she 
wipes the brush frequently with a clean towel, 
keeping it—the brush—dry. Sometimes she uses 
two brushes in the process. 

When the hair is quite dry it hangs lank with 
the natural life-giving oil that has been brought 
from the scalp. 

Next she sprinkles orris or a preparation of 
therox and orris powders—half and half—in the 
hair and brushes it from the scalp up and out. 
unti] it is fluffy and bright. 

A sifter for pulverized sugar is just the thing 
and can be had in a 10-cent store or at the jewel- 
er’s, according to the quality. 

Never use talcum powder for a dry shampoo, as 
it makes the hair soggy and clogs the’ roots. 

Orris gives to the tresses a delightful, clean 
fragrance. Artificial hair, when it is necessavy to 
use it, should be treated in the same way—of. 
course, leaving out the tonic. It isn’t necessary. 
Just the brushing with powder will freshen it 
wonderfully. 

White hair is apt to be brittle and must be 
more carefully tended. It is often harsh, too. and 
refuses to lend itself to graceful arrangement or 
even to respond to treatment.

Vigorous brushing may drag out the hairs, so}. 


gentle brushing with fine, soft bristle brushes is 
best. 

White hair is frequently a bit yellowish. ‘This 
can be corrected by the use of a little bluing in 
the rinse water when it is washed. Ammonia 
and soda must be avoided when shampooine 
white and gray locks and a shampoo with an egg 
given. . 

First cleanse the hair with the volk, rubbing 
it well into the roots and scalp. Then rub in the 
white and rinse in clear water. 

In the last water put a little French bluing, 
and when the hair {s dry brush it. with light, firm 
strokes. 

Dry shampooing is excellent for white hair 
when washing it is not convenient.

One of his apologists classifies his government 
as a “despotic paternalism.” Despotic it was, be- 
cause Diaz. from his boyhood, was not one to sub- 
mit to the control of any other. It was pa- 
ternal, perhaps, to the extent indicated by the 
following grim statement of Diaz himself: 

“It was better that a little blood should be 
shed that much blood might be saved. The blood 
that was shed was bad blood: the blood that w:s 
saved was good blood.” : 

Those who denounce Diaz as a coward and 
ridicule his politic facility for shedding tears, 
must be unaware of the many hairbreadth escapes 
which he underwent even as a vouth. The Mex- 
icans themselves, in the first years of his power, 
loved him, as Desdemona did Othello. for the 
dangers he had passed. Not content with his

“My first ambition was to be the colonel of a 
regiment,’ wrote Diaz. ‘‘When I reached that I 
wanted to be a General; then I wished to become 
President of Mexico.” — 

His ambition for the military was awakened in 
his sixteenth year by the Rev. Don Macario Rod- 
riguez, his teacher in logic, who, as Fichte the 
philosopher did years before in Germany, exhort- 
ed his pupils to take up arms in the war with the 
United States. The boy Diaz, having no money, 
walked 250 miles from Oaxaca to the City of Mex- 
ico, only to find on his arrival that peace had 
been signed.

an Early Sbrocste 
of Manhood Suffrage. 


OING to the home of Col. Leon, the prose- 
G uting attorney against Perez, Diaz was 
asked to sit in the library, and did not 
scruple to read at Leon’s desk all the papers in 
the case of his friend, together with the testimony 
which would be entered against him. He resolved 


to acquaint the prisoner with this information. 


Perez was confined in a cell near the roof of a 
high building, and the only way to reach him was 
by hanging at his window on a rope swinging 
from the roof. 

In his diary Diaz describes graphically how 
he and his brother scaled guarded walls and 
crept over roofs, expecting every moment to be 
struck by a sentry’s bullet. Porfirio at last hung 
swaying high above the ground at Perez’s win- 
dow, and succeeded in speaking to him. This 
feat was repeated three nights. Perez was finally 
releaséd and the story came to the ears of the 
authorities. As a result, Diaz was closely 
watched and was ousted from a position’as libra- 
rian which he had obtained. 


It is curious that Diaz, who is accused of throt- 
tling elections in Mexico for a third of a century, 
first came into| active collision with the powers 
that be by upholding the principle of free suf- 
frage. Santa Anna ordered an election to name 
himself dictator, and employed the same methods 
in coercing the suffrage which afterwards led to 
the downfall of Diaz. 

The officer of the ward in which Diaz lived 
stepped forward and, in the name of every voter 
in his district, cast the entire ward's suffrage for 
Santa Anna. Diaz asked the chairman to deduct 
one ballot from the number. “I do not want to 
vote,” said he. 

“Yes, one does not vote when one is a cow- 
ard.” taunted a lawyer. Thereupon Diaz took the 
pen and cast his vote for Gen. Juan Alvarez, who 
was at the head of the revolution in Ayutla. That 
night orders were issued for the arrest of the 
young rebel, who e8caped from the city by the 
skin of his teeth, with a horse, a sword and a 
musket. He joined Herrera, a rebel chieftain 
who had a following in Huajuapan, and at once 
took the command away from him. “I knew more 
than he did,” was Diaz’s naive explanation. 


After the fall of Santa Anna, Juarez came int 
authority, and Diaz’ first ambition was fulfilled 
He became a Colonel of a regiment. Louis Na- 
poleon’s attempt to found an empire in Mexico 
while the United States was in the death grapple 
of the Civil War opened the way to him for 
furtWer advancements and adventures. Maximil- 
ian was placed on the imperial throne at Mexico 
City and was held in power by French troops. 
Rebellion at once blazed up among the Spanish 
natives, with Juarez and Diaz in leading roles. 
After a‘brilliant service, consisting often of leading 
forlorn hopes, which were turned into unexpect- 
ed victories, Diaz's force was so weakened that 
he was compelled to surrender to Maximilian’s 
general, Marshal Bazaine, whom he astonished by 
announcing: 

“It is my duty to explain that I do not accept 
the empire, and that I am just as hostile to it as 
I was behind my cannons.” 

For this independence Diaz was hustled from 
one.prison to another. His offense was height- 
ened by the fact that when an emissary from the 
Emperor had offered the Mexican leader the com- 
mand of several states if he would forsake the 
insurgents, Diaz arrested the messenger aS a spy 
and ordered him shot. However, the sentence 
was not carried out. 

In the Santa Catarina Prison Diaz plotted to 
escape by digging a tunnel. For nine months of 
stealth he toiled, unti] he had almost reached the 
street and expected to be free in a few days. Then 
came the heartbreaking order for his transfer to an- 
other prison. Concerning his final success in 
escaping Diaz related the following thrilling 
story: 


Daring Escape From Prison 
on Rope Tied to Saintly Statue.

“I threw a rope over a gargoyle on the roof 
and climbed up hand over hand. The wet roof 
was very slippery and was in full view of a de- 
tachment of sentinels. I was compelled to crawl, 
lying flat and feeling my way. go** the wall of the 
church I came near being — 1. A _ blinding 
flash of lightning so bewilderd ie that I slipped 
and was nearly dashed to the one pavement of 
the courtyard below. : 

“! was obliged to cross the roof over the jani- 
ior’s quarters, and was: not anxious to attract his 
attention. This man, not long before, had given 
testimony against some prisoners who dug a hole 
in the wall of his house, and as a result they 
were all shot the next day.

Escape From Death 
by Flames While Storming Puebla. 


HEN Juarez learned that Diaz had escaped 

W he made him commander of the army of 

the eest.’ He drove the Austrian soldiers 

of Maximilian out of his Oaxaca, 

where he®*had su‘rendered before. and then laid 

siege to Puebla. Here he had another miraculcus 
escape. : 

During the height o1 tne fighting in the streets, 
the enemy set fire to a store. which D'az hastened 
to ajd in-saving.. He was standing on a table 
directing the fight against the flames, when the 
ceiling fell down and the burning beams fe!l upon 
him. The window and door frames fell in, and 
the enemy’s soldiers, perceiving his plight. rushed 
up and shot at him through the window gratings, 
putting their rifles through the bars. 

“My position was very preca’ ious,” wrote Diaz 
afterwards. “Luis Teran, in order to extricate 
me. pulled me so vigarously | thought he would 
dislocate my arms. A crowbar was finally brought 
and the beams holding me down were pried away. 
Teran then pulled me out, leaving my high boosts 
in the smoldering pile. I was unhurt, 
a few burns.” 

Having taken Puebla, Diaz marched with 
victorious army upon Mexito City, which 
stormed on June: 21, 1867. In the meantime the 
American war had ended and Gen. Philip H. Sheri- 
dan, with an army of the best soldiers then in - th 
world, was at the Rio Grande to enforce the Mon- 
doctrine. Napoleon had the humiliation of 
compelled by the threats of the United 
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PORFIRIO DIAZ II 


States to withdraw nis troops tium Mexico ahd 
abandon Maximilian to his fate. The E uperor 
was captured and executed at Queretaro. 

Juarez offered to give Diaz the vortfolio of 
Secretary of War, or command of one of the 4:- 
visions of the army. He declined both, having al- 
ready determined, according to his enemies, to 
u_dermine the patriot wav had advanced him 
from a private soldier to a rank corresponding 
to that of major-general in the American army. 
Diaz was nominated against Juarez in the presi- 
dential election of 1867, but shrewdly refused to 
contest. 

Diaz soon found a pretext to rebel against his 
old chief, when Juarez was re-elected to the pres- 
idency in:1871, in an election in which Diaz was 
an avowed rival candidate, The future dictator at 
once organized an army, named himself as com- 
mander-in-chief of the Mexican forces and 
marched towards the capital. His demand was 
for reforms and for observance of the Constitu- 
tion. At Chihuahua he was met with the news

On leaving Mexico the fallen dictator told the 
soldiers who remained with him to the end that 
Mexico could be ruled only by the fron hand; that 
he expected thé new government to be wrec ed 
and that he would return sword in hand to resto-e 
peace upon the ruins of a sentimental and dilet- 
tante attempt to grant self-government to the 
people.

N order to enjoy good 
health in the hot 
weather, or during any 
season of the year, itis 
not necessary for the 
average man to bore 
himself with difficult 
exercises. In fact, the 
average man can pre- 
serve his health and 
keep in perfect condi- 
tion by observing some 
of the simplest laws of 
nature. 

Nature gave man a 
bony frame on which are hung his muscles and 
which preserves his vital organs from harm. 
Therefore a man’s first thought shculd be how tv 
carry his body. Yet how many men carry their 
bodies as nature intended? The big cities are 
filled with self-made cripples--men who, because 
of their own laziness, will not carry themselves 
correctly. Take a look around you the next time 


you walk on Broadway or Olive street. Yod'll 
see stoop-shoulderéd, narrow-chested men on 


every side. Most of these men, as I said hefore, 
are too lazy to stand erect. A few, perhaps, think 
that only military men should throw out their 
chests, but they are hardly worth while consider- 
ing. Laziness is the real reason. 

Taking good care of oneself in hot weather 
is, however, a duty every active and ambitious 
American owes himself and his family. If it were 
very difficult to do we might all feel very heroic 
over it, but it is about the easiest and pleasant: 
est thing one can imagine, and if properly fol- 

lowed becomes a sort of sporting proposition. 
One thing is sure, a course of summer exercise 

and hygiene pays big dividends in well-being 
and physical comfort.

Many mien go 
through life With protruding stomachs who are 
not fat, but who are too lazv to ma“e their ab- 
domina] muscles do the work they intended 
to do. 

The lower photograph in the center of the page 
shows how the average man carries his‘ body. 
Note the drooping shoulders and the protruding 
stomach. Not only does a carriage like th's re- 
sult in many bodily ills, but its appearance 
anything but attractive. The most carefully made 
clothes become ill-fitting on such a figure. 

Directly at the right of this picture you will 
see a photograph of the correct way to stand. 
Note the square shoulders, the expanded chest 
Also notice how the once protruding stomach has 
disappeared. Every organ is in its proper place. 
One is able to breathe correctly in this position. 
Laziness is the only reason why everyone does 
not stand this way. 

It is impossible to over-emphasize the impor- 
tance of a correct carriage. It is the very first 
thing a man or woman should cultivate. If par- 
ents and teachers will only insist that their chil- 
dren carry themselves correctly, with shoulders 
thrown back and chest out, a correct carriage 
will be obtained early in life, and, once obtained, 
it is rarely lost. 

But even if one has not been fortunate enough 
to have acquired a correct carriage early in life 
jt is easy to acquire it now. A few of the sim-

While there are several exeicises which 
aid one to acquire a correct carriage, I believe that 
it can be obtained by the practice of two simple 
“setting up” which I wil] describe here 
The two exercises are simple enough to be under- 
stood by a child of 6. They require absolutely 
nothing in the way of apparatus. One does not 
need to go to @ gymnasium to exercise. In the 
privacy of one’s room immediately after a:ising 
these exercises can be taken for the brief space 
of 15 minutes. If one has not been in the habit 
of exercising, 8 or 10 minutes will be enough to 
the first two er three weeks 

The time should gradually increased to 15 
minutes and if possible to minutes. These 
two exercises are used in the army and their value 
has been demonstrated thousands of times. A 
faulty* carriage can be corrected at any time of 
life. Of course, the younger one is the more easily 
and quickly it can be obtained, but even at 60 it 
is not too late to start in. I have known men 
of 65, who stood with drooping shoulders and 
protruding stomach, to acquire a correct carriage. 
What they have done others can do. 

Immediately after arising, and dressed in as lit- 
tle clothing as possible, raise the arms forward 
horizontally with the fingers extended. as in the 
photograph in the upper left-hand corner of the 
page. Stretch the arms out as far as possible i~ 
front of the body with the palms down. Then 
move them slowly to the side, keeping them at 
the height of the shoulders and stretching them 
out at the same time. As the arms move side- 
ward turn the palms up and force them back as 
far as possible. The second photograph, with 
the arms extended, shows the position to take.

@ With probably the smuilest 
competition in the world. 


He is the official “bone man” of the 


Government, or, in other words, the 
expert in charge of the work of 
cleaning, articulating and mounting 
skeletons at the museum, a trade 
by itself and one requiring infinite 
patience and great technical skill. 

The removal of the National Mu- 
seum from the old to the new build- 
ing has resulted in the division of 
skeletons being given larger quarters, 
and the d'splay has been arranged so 
as to give it a prom!nence never be- 
fore had. To em,::zes of the mp- 
seum and many visi:crs this division 
is known as the ‘boneyard.” 


Perhaps there is not the attraction 
in it for the average visitor that there 
is in the display of mownted animals 
and the big cases of ethnological 
groups, but it is one of the most re- 
markable collections in the whole 
museum. There is probably~ less 
kMmown about the technique of as- 
sembling the skeletons than of pre- 
paring the exhibits in any other sec- 
tion. Mr. Scollick, who works on the 
upper floor of one of the small builld- 
ings back of the Smithsonian Institu- 
tion, has been in charge of this work 
for years. The display now in the 
museum is largely his work, though 
some specimens have been acquired 
by purchase and exchange. 


The exhibits range all the way from 
a full-grown elephant to a herring. 
Each of them represents weeks of 
technical skill apparently out of all 
proportion to the finished result.

so. It is this which makes the fin- 
ished work apparently so easy, but in 
reality so difficult. ; 

The smaller skeletons like lizards, 
small fish, bats and snakes are not 
held together by wires. Their own 
cartilage dried in place is used to 
hold them together, This is one of 
the many reason why a skeleton that 
is dried and mounted is never boiled. 
Not only would the boiling make the 
bones fall apart, but it would drive 
in the grease and make the bones 
yellow, the one thing not desired. 
The meat is taken off the raw bones 
with a scraper and then the bones are 
carefully washed clean of grease with 
gasoline. Acids are not’ used at all 
except on rare occasions to remove a 
stain. 

Great care mus* Se exercised in the 
drying and bleaching of the bones. 
This can not be done in a hot sun, 
because the hot sun wi'll crack the 
bones, as it will seasoning wood. 
From a bone artists’s viewpoint the 
best bleaching weather is a gray, 
drizzling day, when there is no 
danger of the sun getting in its dam- 
aging work. Sometimes the bones 
develop black streaks, but this can 
usually be remedied with the use of 
dilute ammonia. 

From beginning to end thé whole 
s*eleton cleaning process is tiresome. 
and is said to “get on the nerves” 
worse than any other form of speci- 
men mounting carried on at the mu- 
———y 
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seum. Weeks of cleaning are re- 
quired to prepare some of the smal 
fish skeletons, some of which have 
to be mounted against glass to keep 
them properly assembled for 
The bat skeletons, with their 
delicate wings, are also mounted in 
this way. 

Bone articulation and 
mounting is a craft about which the
